(2)  489  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  consumers'  taps  in  the 
Southern  District  of  Manchester's  distribution  area  of  which  Bowdon  forms 
part.  95<>1^  were  coliform-free  and  classed  as  excellent,  99*4/^  were 
free  of  coli  type  1,  and  all  cases  where  unsatisfactory  samples  were 
obtained  repeat  samples  gave  excellent  results.

(3)  The  supply  to  the  district  is  a mixture  of  waters  from  Thirlmere  aiid 
Haweswater,  The  lead  content  of  each  of  these  waters  was  deteimiined 
three  times  during  19^7  a-'n.d  has  on  each  occasion  been  found  to  be  less 
than  OaOl  ppm.  The  standard  test  of  plumbo solvency  has  been  applied 
to  each,  and  both  supplies  gave  satisfactory  results.  Lime  is  added 

to  watep  leaving  Thirlmere  and  to  water  from  Haweswater  at  Woodgate
